I would like to see several people take on a 
monthly column, one on FORTH, one on 
ASSEMBLY, one on PILOT, etc. This needn't be 
a time consuming thing. A couple of short 
paragraphs with a small program segment to 
ilustrate a point would do it. I have in mind 
something fairly short explaining some small 
area of interest, For example a FORTH 
columnist could simply explain the useage and 
stack expectations of a few handy words, 


Speaking of FORTH, I have now four 
different implementions. One from ATARI APX, 
one from Quality Software and two others 
obtained from individuals who use them. The 
one from GS was the only one with what could be 
called documentation, I feel that ATARI may 
have helped experienced programmers by 
releasing "Extended fig FORTH" but if their 
version is the first thing you run into it is very 
confusing. The documentation is good but 
Sketchy. Nothing of a tutorial nature is 
included. The Atari contribution is unique in my 
collection for having floating point words and a 
decompiler word. Even in my very limited 
experience this latter has been useful. My 
experiences with FORTH have been very 
frustrating and tantalizing. I have learned just 
barely enough to get a hint of its power, but not 
enough to use it. Keep on plugging DAVE, 
maybe if you get the classes going you can make 


a breakthrough.

SOPTH ARE REVIEW 


There has been a lot of software added 
since I last wrote a software review, too much 
to cover completely here so I'll limit my 


= coverage mostly to one program with very brief 


comments on the rest, 


The major program is "Personal Finance for 
the Atari", produced ከሃ COMPUTARI, %407 
Athlone Drive, Dallas, Texas, 75218. This is a 
fairly complete personal finance program, which 
allows entering 96 checks each month in Z6 user 
selectable categories. Each check is entered by 


number, amount, payee, category, & whether it 


is to be tax deducted, 


You may enter your monthly budget in each 
of the categories you have set and then view a 
comparison of your expenditures to your budget 
with the difference displayed as well as the 
percentage of your income spent in each area 
(on the printer if you wish. 


The graph section lets you display your 
expenditures in bar chart form, with your 
budget displayed as a white limit line and 
expenditures as a blue bar, The program works 
pretty well, The only really important problem 
with the way the program works is specifically 
mentioned in the documentation. You MUST 
return to the main menu after check entry or 
they are not recorded on the disk. After they 
are entered they can be searched on any af the 
fields and there is wild card search. Checks can 
be listed on the printer. There is also a 
checkbook balancing program which uses your 
entries and allows you to note which ones have 
cleared. 


Any of you who have a subscription to 
MICRO-MEDIA MAGAZINE will recognize this 
program which was offered there in a less 
polished form. I could never get it to work in 


the prior version but the present edition 
seems to ከፎ a very useful program. Prospective 
buyers should bear in mind that Synapse 


Software is developing a similar package and - 


one might wish to see theirs before making a 
buy on a personal finance program. I like this 
one but the quality of Filemanager, and 


Diskmanager lead me to believe that their 


finance program will probably be one of the best 
available. 


ONLINE MICROSYSTEMS is probably known 
to many of you for Jawbreakers. They also 
produce the Hi-res Adventure series. 


The first two available for the ATARI are 
Mission Asteroid and The Wizard and The 
Princess. The former is relatively short and 


designed to introduce you to the series. The Wiz - 
is longer and is an enjoyable adventure. I do 


find the juggling of disks required to save 
games and restore games a pain, but the game is 
still fun. The adventures require booting on one 
disk and then using a second ane containing the 


pictures of locations and a third one for saving. 


The Next Step, a character set editor, is 
also from ONLINE. It works well as an editor 


and also writes code for you to load your 
characters as either a disk file, or, usually for- 


just a few characters, as Basic DATA lines. It 
also includes a short program called Pallette 
which lets you choose the setcolor statements 
you want for a particular color and hue. A few 
minor rough spots, like the joystick selection of 
options while editing, but pretty versatile and 
easy to use. 

From APX comes "Ti text display device", 


For those of you who are interested in the use 
of modified character sets in programs for 
graphics, this one is worth examining. It allows 
many different types of character displays not 
normally available thru’ BASIC. These 
include half width characters, multicolor 
characters, use of Characters in graphics 
modes, etc.

.. &that's the end of the ATARI text now some 
from me. The price on the Data seperator 
upgrade is good, about what it should be in view 
of the fact that ATARI was told by the 
manufacturer of the drive unit that they should 
use a data seperator and chose not to do so. The 
rate on the GTIA update and the ROM "C" 
update are outrageous if that is all they do 
when your unit is brought in. I have done both 
to my units myself and neither takes unskilled 
labor more than 10 or 15 minutes at most, If 
they continue to go over the whole unit 
whenever it is brought in, then and only then, is 
it a reasonable price, The prices on the other 
stuff look pretty reasonable to me as in these 
cases ATARI doesn't know what is wrong and 
there is no guarantee of how much technician 


time is going to be spent. I feel that the prices 


on the two upgrades of older units to the 
standards of the newer ones are an example of a 
total lack of interest in supporting the person | 
who has already made a purchase. This attitude 
has already driven some potential buyers to 
less sophisticated machines, I am told by some 
who certainly are in a position to know that 
UNES are going to improve, I sure hope sa,
